A WILD LAND TAX, 


In this the reign of taxation, when everything 
animate and inanimate (Government officials al- 
ways-excepted) is being taxed down to its ut- 
most limit of endurance bow is it that the fertile 
taxing powers of our legislturs have overlooked 
-one of the most legitimate objects of taxation, 
viz : unoecupied lands held for purposes of specu- 
lation? An unsuccessful attempt to impose 
such a tax was.made duting the two last ses- 
sions ; but it appears to us that just now, when 
the taxation fever is at its height, such ao mea- 
sure would receive no opposition. Certainly 
Government members would not have the assur- 
ance to offer it any opposition, secing they have 
su uneparingly heaped taxation upon every other 
conceivable interest iu the country, It really is 
at) anomaly in our legislation that while every 
class of colonists are made to contribute to their 
utmost capacity towards the revenue of the Col- 
ony, speculators, many of them residing out 
of the Colony, and cunsequently in no way 
contribating towards its revenue, are permitted 
tu lock up Lee tracts of the best of our agri- 
cultural lands, and the poor settlers are, by their 
tail, increading the value these lands, while the 

wners are joxariating in England or elsewhere. 
We do not at present advocate this mainly as a 
revenue measure, but aa corative one, for we 
look upon it as a vefy great evil that choice 
tracts of land should be allowed to be so locked 
ap to the exclusion of the settler. In this dis- 
trict alove many have been prevented from set- 
tling on account of this very thing, and it is most 
desirable that every obstruction to the improve- 
ment of our agricultural lands should be removed.
